It snapped in 
two,the broken fragment rebounded 
and the end struck bim on the temple, 
causing a violent concussion, which 
stunned him for sometime. He recov.

died in about an hour. ‘lhe uniortu 
nate man stood deservedly high in tbe 
community in which he lived, and many 
are the expressions of sympathy for bis 
bereaved family.”

“Dry Times AHEAD.”— Under the 
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Our CAPITOL AND THE OLDEN TIME 
LEGISLATORS.—A Convention of the 


people of this State met at Hillsboro, 
on the 2ist of July 1788, to take into 
considerat@n the Constitution of the 
United States, and to fix on a place for 
holding the future meetings of the Gen~ 
eral Assembly, and place of residence 
of the Chief Officers of the State. The 
Convention resolved not to fix on any 
one particular point, but determined 
that the Capitol should be erected 
Within ten miles of the place agreed on. 
A ballot was taken, and a majority 
voted “tor the plantation whereon Isaac 
Hunter now resides in the county of 
Wake,” but the General Assembly was 
authorized to meet elsewhere antil con- 
venient buildings could be erected. In 
1789 and 1790 the General Assembly 


met in Fayetteviliegand in 1791 92 in 


Newbern. At the latter session, the 
ubove selection was confirmed, and 
Frederick Hargett, Willie Jones, Jos:ph 
McDowell, ‘Yhomas Blount, William 
Johnston Dawson and James Martin, 
Esqs., Commissioners, purchased oa the 
Sth day ol April, 1792, of Joel Lane, 
one thousand acres of land, “at Wake 
Court House,” for the use of the public. 
The “city” was called RALEIGH,in honor 
of Sir Walter Raleigh, who in 1584 fit- 
ted out the first expedition that landed 
on the shores of North Carolina, and 
who in 1587 despatched a number of 
colonists to Roanoke Island in _ this 
State under the charge of John White, 
who was duly commissioned “Governs 
or of the city ot Raleigh,’ which 
“city” was laid outon the Northern 
end of Roanoke Ishland. 

The corner stone of the first Capitol 
was laid carly in 1792, and the Legisla- 
ture met in Raleigh for the first time on 
the 31st of December, 1794. Unlike 
our present Capitol, there was no pro- 
vision in the first for the public offices. 
The offices of the Secretary of State and 
Comptroller were in a building on the 
northern boundary of the Capitol 
Square, immediately in front ofthe pre- 
sent National Hotel, while the Gover- 
nor’s office was at the lett of the Wash- 
ington Monument as you enter from the 
south gate, and immediately opposite 
was the Treasurer’s and Adjutant Gene- 
ral’s offices. The rccords, being stored 
in the outer buildings, were not 
destroyed with the Capitol when it was 
burned on the 21st uf June, 1831. 

An amusing incident has been related 
tv uS in connection with the burning of 
the Capitol: William Hill, (father of 
Dr. Wm. G. Hill) was Secretary of State, 
and while the Capitol was in flames, 
being exceedingly solicitous to preserve 
the invaluable records of his office, he 
procured vehicles and removed his 
books and papers to the square on which 
the Deaf and Dumb Institution now 
stands, where they were dumped out 
in great contusion. After the fire was 
over, he had them carried back to his 
office (which had not been burned,) and 
began the tedious tusk of re-arranging 
them. The late Judge Badger came in 
and finding Secretary Hill bard at work, 
remarked that he would vot “straighten 
out those papers for $5,000.” By great 
exertion, however, the Secretary suc- 
ceeded in re arranging them, and at the 
next session of the General Assembly a 
resolution was introduced proposing to 
pay Mr. Hill $500 for his extra work. 
The resolution was rejected, and a 
resolution censuring Mr, Hill for “endan- 
gering the State's papers,” was adopted 
in its stead ! 

At this date, when the systematic 
and careful manner in which Mr. .Hill 
kept his papers is Known and appre- 
ciated by all who have had occasion to 
examine records of his office during 
his extended term, this vote of Censure 
is amusing. It was certainly a most 
extraordinary and undeserved reflection 
on one of the most faithful officers who 
ever servcd the State. 

In those days there were no railroads, 
and but few members of the General 
Assembly could reach Raleigh by the 
old stages, so most of them came on 
horseback, on the day preceding the 
meeting of the General Assembly, and 
some of the main roads leading into the 
city presented very much the appear- 
ance of a holiday. The peeple living 
back from the roads came wut to sce the 
tine horses of the Members—and as they 
passed On the members resembled de- 
tachments of cavalry. Ono their arrival 
in the city, they found many country 
people who came iu for the purpose of 
making arrangements for takings care of 
the horses during the session. The 
horses were brought in every Saturday, 
so that the owners could sce how they 
were being cared for, and Dr. Miller, of 
Cleaveland, informed us at the lust ses— 
sion (1872-’73,) that it was quite excit- 
ing to witness the horse-racings on 
Hillsboro and Newbern streets, between 
the Legislators on Saturdays, 


AN O_p LANDMARK GONE.— Yesier- 
day afternoon, about 5 o’clock, the 


alarm of fire was given by the bell at 
the Metropolitan Market House. It 
was occasioned by the burning of what 
was known as the old “Seweil Place” 
on Newbern Avenue. It seems that the 
building caught from sparks from the 
chimney, and the roof being |.Ke an old 
tinder box, the building was soon 
wrapped in flames. The building was 
occupied by C. W. Lambeth, Esq., and 
we are glad to know that all the furni- 
ture was saved except that of two 
rooms. Wesuppose that this housefwas 


one of the oldest 19 the city, as the date 


of its erection goes back some sixty 
years, and around it clusters tue many 
memories dear to the heart of many old 
inhabitants of this place. This old 
dwelling was once the centre of hospita- 
lity and fashion, and its rooms have 
been adorned by the presence of North 
Ca olina’s most distinguished sans. 
Would that we had the necessary data 
to give a sketch of the history of this 
building. It was one of Raleigh’s 
landmarks, an‘ its destination destroys 
one of the links in the chain connecting 
the present with the past. 
that the property is owned by Wm. 
Beach, Exsq., of Philadelphia, who pur- 
chased it from Gen. B. Grimes.

TED DEsTRUCTION OF 
SALVADOR. 


Our dispatches yesterday allude to 
the reported destruction of the city of 
San Salvador by an earthquake. 

It will be remembered that Ex~Gov. 
Holden was appointed by the President 
Minister to the Island of San Salvador, 
soon after his defeat for Governor by 
Governor Worth.

at that point. 


AN AMERICAN DRIVEN FROM 
THE QUEEN’S PALACE. 

On Friday, an American citizen ap- 
peared at the gate of Windsor Castle, 
and sent a message to Queen Victoria, 
demanding an audience. 

In vain he pleaded for admigsion— 
the Guards paid no attention to his 
requests, and finally took him off under 
arrest. 

His mission, as told by himseif, was a 
dutiful end «uffectionate one—but the 
rough and heartless minions who kept 
ward and watch at the Queen's Palace, 
treated him with great incivility and 
harshness! They threatened to incarce 
rate him inthe Mad House, if he did 
not leave England immediately. He 
promised, and was released. 

The President of the United States 
will doubtless see to it that the dignity 
of the Republic and the honor of the 
American flag are maintained, by 
demanding ot the English Government 
an apology for this insult and indignity 
to an American citizen ! | 

The American citizen so outraged in 
his rights of person, will of course 
demand damages for false imprison- 
ment—and the damages will doubtless 
be both exemplary and plenary. 

The only offence of which this out - 
raged American citizen is alleged to 
have committed is, be told the Guards 
he wished to see the Queen, who, he al- 
leged, was bis mother; but this reasona- 
ble and filial request was treated with 
derision, scorn and insult! 

According to the Constitution of the 
United States, this American citizen had 
a right to claim relationship with the 
Queen ! 

Therefore, the Government should 
demand, by what authority the Guards 
refused him admission to the Queen’s 
presence? Is the Queen ashamed of 
her American kinspeop'‘e? Now, her 
Majesty ought to be more considerate 
towards the feelings of her relations 
across the water! It is cruel in her to 
close her Palace doors against American 
citizens of royal descent ! 

If the precedent is to be established 
that an American citizen cannot make 
a friendly and domestic visit to the 
‘Queen’s household without being moles- 
ed—nay, even insulted, arrested and 
threatened with confinement io the Mad 
House, it is high time for the Govern- 
ment of the United States to know it, 
in order that steps may be taken to 
protect the dignity and character of the 
nation and to vindicate the American 
Constitution ! 

The Alabama c.aims for consequen- 
tial damages sink into utter insignifi- 
cance and contempt when compared 
with this violation of the personal 
liberty of an American citizen, and this 


studied and unprovoked insult to the 
American flag. 


{MORBID CURIOSITY. 
{ It seems that they have not adopted 
the law for private hanging in Vir 
gina.

There was an immense concourse of 
people present—led by morbid curiosity, 
to witness the Langing. 

The telegram says : 

“The roofs of the houses in the vi- 
cinity, the steeples and prominent 
points were crowded with people, 
anxious to see the execution. The 
crowd was so great that ingress to the 
jail was almost impossible.” | 

Before and during the war, public 
executions in North Carolina were al- 
lowed, on the ground that the sight of 
the enforcement of the‘ penalty pre- 
scribed by the law to thecrime of mur: 
der would have a tendency to deter 
others from the commission of the 
cffence, and would serve as a warning to 
the public. The luw has been changed 
with us, for the alleged reason that fa- 
miliarity with the harrowing scenes 

“usually witnessed at the gallows tends 
to deaden the moral faculties agd to 
pander to a depraved and vitiated curi- 
osity, | 

We have no statistics at band to show 
whether public or private hangings havé 
done more to suppress crime; but we have 

po sympathy with that strange and in- 

explicable anxiety among the masses to 
witness the agony and contortions of the 
unfortunate creature whom the law 
compels to pay bis own life, as a penalty 
for taking the life of his fellow-man.,

THE VACAN 


T KANSAS SENA- 
TORSHIP. 
Gov. Osborne, of Kansas, is said to 


be much puzzled as to the proper indi- 
vidual to appoint to fill the vacant Sen- 


atorship from his State. 

The resignation of Caldwell makes it 
imperative on the Governor to appoint 
his successor. 

Both Caldwell and Pomeroy are 
clamoring for the place. The former 
barely escaped expulsion from the Sen- 
ate on account of bribery and corrup- 
tion, and the latter, who paid seven 
thousand dollars to Col. York, of the 
Kansas Legislature for his vote and in- 
fluence, is now being prosecuted in the 
Courts of his State ona similar charge. 
It isthe height of impudence that 
two such men as Pomeroy and Caldwell 
—men who stand convicted before the 
country as degraded, shameless and vile 
creatures, should again seck the high 
and honorable position of United States 
Senator—a position from which both of 
them have been hurled with dishonor 
for their crimes and rascality—the one, 
by being exposed and repudiated in 
the Legislatore ot his own State, the 
other by being forced to resign with 
expulsion from the Senate by his own 
political friends as well as his oppo- 
ponents, staring him io the face! 

It would be an insult to the Senate, 
to the whole nation and to common de- 
cency, if Governor Osborne should ap- 
point either Pomeroy or Caldwell to fill 
the Senatorial vacancy, and we have no 
idea he wil] be guilty of such an act of 
folly and turpitude. 


THE GREAT BOAT RACE. 
From ovr London dispatches, it will 
be seen that the great race 
between the Oxtord and vUam- 
bridge boat crewscame off yester- 
day afternoon. 

The greatest excitement prevailed in 
London, and business inthe city was 
almost entirely suspended. 

Long before the hour appointed for 
the start,the banks of the Thames 
were lined with thousands of spectators, 
eagerly anxious to get eligible positiurs 
to view the contest. 

The betting was at first two to one in 
favor of the Cambridge crew, but for 
some unexplained cause, the Oxfords 
afterwards became the favorites. 

The victory was won by the Cam- 
cridge crew by three lengths. 

An immense amcunt of money doubt- 
less changed hands on the result. 


KELLY’s STOCK, 

It was Judge Kelly’s, not Kellogg’s, 
Credit Mobilier stock, now held by 
Oakes Ames, to Which reference was 
made in yesterday’s dispatches. 

Ames says he intends to hold these 
bonds, which he alleges are Judge 
Kelly’s property, until 1t is determined 
to whom they belong. 

Judge Kelly is a prominent Repubti- 
can member of Congress from Philadel- 
phia, and is recognized as one of the 
Radical leaders in the House. 


INJUNCTION. 

At the last term of New Hanover 
Superior Court, some of the creditors 
of the Wilmington, Charlotte and 
Rutherford Railroad obtained a judg- 
ment on theirclaims, and the Road was 
advertised by Commissioners appointed 
by the Court, to be sold on the 10th of 
April, to satisfy the said judgment. 

On Saturday last, Judge Logan gran- 
ted a: the instance of L. D. Childs and 
other complainants, an order restrianing 
and enjoining the Commissioners from 
selling the Road on the day advertised. 


QUEER BREACH OF PRoMIsE CasE.— 
Helena Moses compiained to Judge Van 
Vorst, of the Superior Court, at New 
York, on Monday, that on the 8th ult., 
at a party which she gave in honor of 
the occasion, and which cost her $40, 
Abraham Cohen promised to marry ber 
on the last day ot the month. Helena 
at once began to prepare tor the happy 
day, and in the preparation expended 
over $150 ; but though she sat through 
the whole of the day in bridal costume, 
and surrounded by her friends, Mr. 
Cohen failed to put in an appearance; 
wherefore she sues tor breach of promise, 
valuing the damage done to her feel- 
ings at $10,000. On Helena’s complaint 
Jucge Van Vorst granted an order of 
arrest, On which Cohen was taken into 
custody by one of Judson Davis’s depu- 
ties, and locked up in thecounty prison 
in detault of $1,000 bail. The prisoner, 
who is only eighteen years old, swears 
he does not know the complainant at 
all, never saw her in all his life; more- 
over, she failed to recognize him in 
company with the deputy sheriff in the 
court-room.
